The millage necessary to retire the bonds will be listed on the ballot but with the rental from the Post Office section this will be cut back to about nine-tenths of a mill, 
sponsors said. Robert Beatty, East Liverpool architect, who has prepared preliminary sketches, said earlier that the bond issue is adequate for completion, including 
construction, purchase of necessary properties and installation of a city jail. The Post Office would occupy about half of the available space and would be located on the 
ground floor with entrance at 5th and Main Sts. The city offices would be both on the first and second floors. The building would have approximately 10,000 square feet 
of floor space. Maintenance costs have been estimated to be the same or even less than for the present City Hall, which is to be razed. If approved, the city will designate 
the allotment of office space as only the Post Office section is pre-determmed. Combination buildings have been constructed in other communities and City Council has 
been informed they are acceptable by postal authorities.

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Illusion That Didn’t Come Off 


Even if Congress had cleaned up all un­ 


finished business and adjourned last week­ 
end, as had been expected it would have 


been next year before its work could have 
been appraised. 
As it is', an adjournment coming a1 the 
end of an off-to-Buffalo shuffle out of Wash­ 
ington, with something resembling an audi­ 
ence-milking curtain call thrown in for 
extra measure, blurs the legislative scene so 
badly it may never come into clear focus— 
not even for experts who spend lifetimes 
appraising oongressional sessions. 
This much can be said for the 87th Con­ 
gress without waiting on further appraisal— 
that it deepened an impression which has 
bren growing deeper with each session of 
Congress for many years. 


STARTING as far back as the second 
Roosevelt administration in the ’30s. Con­ 
gress has been in the ascendancy and the 
prestige of the White House has been de­ 
clining in matters of government policy. 
The executive branch of the government 
is losing the lead rn government initiative 
It continues to propose policy, hut it has had 
no power to impose pohry since the early 
years of the New Deal 
No one has muttered abc** a threat of 
dictatorship in this country for years; the 
thought has gone out of the people’s minds. 
There have been no complaints about execu­ 
tive “domination” of the legislative branch. 


The phrase “rubber stamp’’ is used now to 
denote a rublier stamp, not a state of mind. 
Harry Truman made political capital out 
of abusing Congress and tried to create an 
illusion that he had triumphed over legisla­ 
tive opposition in his 1948 campaign. 
Dwight Eisenhower tried to create an il­ 
lusion that he welcomed a chance to cooper­ 
ate with Congress and respected all sena­ 
tors and representatives for what they stood 
for even when he disliked them as in­ 
dividuals. 
John Kennedy seems to have had it in 
mind at one time that he and his staff were 
masters of Congress, able to play it by 
telephonic impulse and lapel gripping as a 
virtuoso might play a musical instrument. 


THE KENNEDY illusion isn’t coming off 
either. 
Tile young President is hitting the cam­ 
paign glory trail thumping for more Demo­ 
cratic representatives and .senators his ad­ 
ministration can count on for support, But 
where would such Democrats lie found’’ 
The era when Americans elected to Con­ 
gress were expected to do what the chief 
executive wanted them to do has been a 
sometime thmg and now ifs gone, perhaps 
forever. It’s not going to be revived for the 
88th Congress, because it was absent in the 
87th Congress 
That much can be said for the 87th Con­ 
gress—that much without fear of contra­ 
diction. 


State Aid To Ohio Education 


When the Ohio Roard of Education gives 
unanimous approval to a recommendation 
for an “ increase” in state aid to education, 
it is subject to such serious misunderstand­ 
ing that the purpose of the recommenda­ 
tion backfires. 
Tn truth, the Ohio Roard of Education is 
Irving to reverse a trend that has been giv­ 
ing Ohio pupils less state help It is recom­ 
mending a stabilisation program, not an in­ 
crease in state aid. 
This is bow it works: 
From 1951 to I960 the dollar increase in 
total state aid to local school districts was 
1105 8 million—a 117 per cent increase. 
But if inflation is taken into account, the 
rncreasc in dollars of constant value was 
$74 2 million—an 82 per cent increase. 
Hie 
state 
aid 
contribution per 
pupil 
measured in constant dollars was 15 57—a 49 
per cent increase 


THIS IS the heart of the matter. The only 
statistic that reveals anything is the one 
that narrow's down state aid to each pupil. 
It is as if a cafeteria were feeding half 
again as many people as it formerly fed 
With only a one-thind increase in supplies 
Each consumer would lie getting lew to eat. 
Hie significant fact is that total expendi­ 
tures of local school districts and the state 
increased 157 per cent from 1951 to 1960 and 
the contribution per pupil measures in con­ 
al ant dollars (discounted for inflation! in­ 
creased 40 per cent but that while this was 
happening state aid as a percentage of state 
and local expenditures decreased nearly 6 
per cent 
I/>cal taxpayers were taking up 
the slack, not statewide taxpayers, 
State aid has not been keeping pace with 
the increase in school age population. 


UKE ALL other public spending that must 
be estimated in terms of population, there 
need* to he a substantia! increase each 
year just to maintain the same rate of sup­ 
port Has leaves no room for improvement 
If the aid were continued at the same doh 


Honest Confession 


This isn’t as hot as something you might 
Knd in headlines, but for millions of young 
parents it could be the story of the year. 
Dr Ti. Emmett Holt Jr. has been directing 
a Bellevue Hospital ’ study of premature 
babies fed in an unorthodox way—cold milk 
instead of warm milk. Don’t let it dart 
palpitations of the heart, but he concludes 
that parents are wasting time when they 
heat baby bottles 
He does not advise drastic changes. He 
merely suggests that observation shows a 
premature baby can handle cold milk as 
handily as warm milk. Since it takes from 
206 to 400 hours a year to heat a bottle 
baby’s feedings, parents would whoop with 
joy if this turned out to be true. 


Ped i a tri en ans will be skittish about the 
finding, though Dr. Holt is prepared to 
refer them to work in this field that pre­ 
ceded hts own study and came to the same 
conclusion. There is even evidence that 
cold formulas avert vomiting in touchy situa­ 
tions. which is something that all of us who 
gag at the taste and the smell of warm 
milk can understand. 
No more bottles to heat until yew can 
squirt the contents on your inner wrist 
without writhing in agony or leaping with 
shock; 
No more messing around to plug in bittie 
warmers and find pans and water faucets 
and matches; 
No more sweating out the yelps and 
screams of infants who want something to 
eat and want it now and what s that loon 
doing shaking out the stuff on his skin; 
No more shushing, no more subterfuges 
to ‘kill the clock” while the watched bottle 
never boils, then gets hotter than a space 
capsule on re-entry in a few seconds;

the Chinese people for the British 
Guiana people rn their struggle 
for national independence. 
“U.S. imperialism,” said he, 
“has played a shameful role rn 
obstructing the independence of 
British Guiana. United States im­ 
perialism is very much afraid 
that the speedy attainment of in­ 
dependence by British Guiana will 
accelerate the development of the 


national and democratic move­ 
ment rn other I^atin American 
countries." 
After some days of secret con­ 
ferences with Chi-com leaders, 
Mrs. Jagan flew to London to join 
her husband at the British Com­ 
monwealth conference. There both 
of them protested their lack of 
freedom. 


FREEDOM for whom? The peo­ 
ple of Guiana? Judge for yourself 
from a message sent to me by the 
editor of an anti-Communlst news­ 
paper in Georgetown, B r i t i s h 
Guiana, a newspaper which has 
criticized the Jagan association 
with the Communist international, 
ranging from Havana to Prague 
to Moscow and on to Peiping: 
“We are a small newspaper,” 
says G. E. Willoek, editor of 
the Daily Chronicle, “fighting the 
Communist menace and have suf­ 
fered as a result. Apart from an 
advertising tax that has been im­ 
posed on press and radio, which 
has resulted in a considerable re­ 
duction of revenue, the govern­ 
ment (of prime minister and Mrs, 
Jagan) has singled us out for an 
economic squeeze by a ban on all 
government advertising and pur­ 
chase of newspapers by depart­ 
ments and agencies. 
“This is a matter which we 
would like to be ventilated in the 
American press. It is urgent,” 
That’s right. Real freedom is 
the most urgent of matters. If 
the Jagans and their international 
allies win and they create a new 
Cuba we will not, this time. be 
able to say we were not aware of 
the policies of the people seizing 
power.

For decades past the principle 
accepted bv the federal and state 
courts: has been that a president 
of the United States or the gover­ 
nor of a state can be removed 
from office only by the impeach­ 
ment process.

Pas! rulings indicate that, while 
a governor may ignore a court 
order so far as his personal ap­ 
pearance in court is concerned, 
nobody else in the state govern­ 
ment can do so. Hence, a court 
can enjoin one or more state offi­ 
cials .from carrying out any illegal 
act elven if it is ordered officially 
by a governor. 


TKF BRIEF points out that it 
doesn’t 
make 
any 
difference 


whether the court order is served 
on a governor as an official or as 
an individual. It is contended that 
the court can issue such an order 
any time, blit a governor or a 
president can ignore it without be­ 
ng compelled even to give any 
reason for his refusal. 
When President Thomas Jeffer­ 
son refused to respond to a federal 
court subpoena, Chief J u s t i c e 
Marshall of the Supreme Court of 
the United States upheld him, in 
an opinion written in behalf of the 
court, even though Mr. Jefferson 
gave no reason for his refusal to 
testify. 
In other cases in state courts, 
similar attempts by citizens 
to 
bring a governor personally into 
court under a court order to testi­ 
fy have been uniformly rebuffed. 
In one case — Thompson vs Ger­ 
man Valley Railroad — the high­ 
est court of the State of New Jer­ 
sey said: 
“Such order ought not to be 
made against the executive of the 
state, because it might bring the 
executive in conflict with the ju­ 
diciary. If the executive thinks he 
ought to testify, in compliance 
with the opinion, he will do so 
without order. If he thinks it to be 
his official duty, in protecting the 
rights and dignity of his office, he 
will not comply, even if directed 
by an order. And, in his case, the 
court would hardly entertain pro­ 
ceedings bo compel him by adjudg­ 
ing him in contempt. It will be 
presumed that the chief magis­ 
trate intends no contempt, but that 
his action is in accordance with 
las official duty.” 


THE BRIEF filed by Gov War­ 
ren of Florida said: 
“No committee of the Congress 
of the United States, nor the Con­ 
gress itself, has the power to com­ 
pel the governor of a sovereign 
state to answer a subpoena and go 
to Washington, D.C., to testify con­ 
cerning matters within his knowl­ 
edge as governor. 
“Hie recognition of such power 
in Congress is to admit that the 
power lies in one department of 
the federal government to utterly 
destroy the entire concept of dial 
sovereignty. . . 
While thie U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans has de­ 
ferred until Oct. 12 the hearing on 
whether the governor of Missis­ 
sippi lias “purged” himself of al­ 
leged contempt, it looks as if the 
Department of Justice itself may 
he backing away from the test. 
If the proceedings are dropped, 
the episode will nevertheless re­ 
main as a species of potential 
blackmail that could be used upon 
occasion to enable the U. S. De­ 
partment of Justice to intimidate 
the governor of any state.

Tohin Airs 1862 
Emancipation 
At Roundtable 


The effect of the' preliminary 
Emancipation 
Proclamation 
is­ 
sued by Abraham lincoln in 1862 
was discussed by Probate Judge 
IxHiis Tobin at a meeting of the 
Tri-State Civil War 
Roundtable 
Tuesday night. 


About 35 attended the meeting 
at the Potters Savings & Loan Co 
annex where Judge Tobin said the 
proclamation — which freed the 
slaves in the rebellious Southern 
s t a t e s provided a turning point 
of the war. 


He said Lincoln, who had con­ 
sidered the preservation of t h e 
Union as the key issue for the 
North, w as pressured into t h e 
emancipation move which l e f t 
slaves in the border states and 
conquered areas still in bondage. 
General freeing of slaves did not 
come until ratification of the 13th 
Amendment to the Constitution in 
1865. 


The proclamation, however, in­ 
serted a new' moral issue in the 
conflict and, despite the disfavor 
shown by leaders of some Euro­ 
pean nations, won wide support 
among the people of those nations 
for the North’s cause, the judge 
said. 


Whether or not Lincoln had le­ 
gal basis for his action on free­ 
ing the property of the Southern­ 


ers became pointless with t h e 


North’s victory and the subse­ 
quent Constitutional amendments, 
he said.

The Mayflower left England 


September 16, 1620 Finding dangerous shoals ahead, she steered 


north and sighted Cape Cod, which had been named by Gosnold 


in 1602. At (I) she followed the inward Hjrve of the Cape, circling 


around until she came to the great harbor now called Province­ 


town. Here, on November 21, 1620. she anchored; 
and (2) 
at 


about the spot marked 
by the cross, the weary Pilgrims 
landed 


and gave thanks to God. Th*' famous Mayflower Compact was 


drawn up in this harbor. But the couitry looked too sandy for 


a permanent settlement, and so a group of the men took the 


ship's boat and started off to explore. At 3, they landed and 


had the first encounter with the indians (spot marked by cross.) 


Pushing on. they followed the curving shore until they came to 


the harbor we know of as Plymouth. This place had good 


water and soil. They returned to the Mayflower and the ship 


set sail for Plymouth. On December 28 they landed on Plymouth 


Rock. Nearby, they began their permanent settlement.
